Things are moving along down 
at the Cresent mine in a business 
like manner under the personal ob- 
servation of R. W. Walker with 
satisfactory results.

Mr. Marsland, lady and son 
spent a few hours in Dahlonega 
last Friday. They have 'been lo- 
cated for some tjme a few miles 
above Dahlonega, where the gen- 
tlemen spends a portion of his 
time with some hands prospecting 
for gold. We expect to give you 
something more interesting about 
this property in a short while. 

The famous asbestos mine at Sail 
mountain, in White county, has 
been sold for $200,000 to Bancroft 
& Kenrick, mining engineers of 
London. The sale of the mine, it 
is understood, was completed some 
days ago, and Mr. Kenrick, the 
agent of the London firm, which 
represents a number of English 
capitalists, and who is now in' 
White county, has paid $1.5,000 
down casli as me mot P*7ujGII^ C* 
the sale. 

The main veins at the Singleton 
cut haye never shown up so well as 
they do now, since the Tahloneka 
Mining Co. has had the property. 
But the Company is not doing 
much mining on them now, be- 
cause the sulphurets ore are in too 
much quantity and too high grade 
to waste through a stamp mill 
They are waiting to put in concen- 
trators before doing further min- 
ing on those veins, though it is 
said that there are still places on 
them that show up rich in free 
gold. Another quartz vein three 
to three and a half feet thick, with 
quartz slates running with it, and 
forming a large body, has been 
uncovered a considerable distance 
in the cut, and has also been cut 
by the tunnel, and beyond that 
there is still more pay ore. It runs 
parallel with the main veins, and 
about fifty feet from them. It is 
said to be high grade ore, but like 
the main veins is too sulphuretted 
for a stamp mill. It makes a fine 
showing. A tram-road has been 
completed to the upper end of the 
property, and Mr. Norwood is 
pushing developments there. 
Enough has already been done to 
show there is a big lot of ore there, 
but Mr. Norwood, says he guesses 
he will have sulphurets there too.; 
The Tahloneka Co. has gone along 
quietly here, but it has done lots 
of work that will soon bring its re- 
ward, and everybody wishes the 
Company well.

ANALYSIS IS PROVIDED FOR 

-ComiiiUsl.Jiit-r O. U. Stevens Points 

Out Steps That Tillers Should 

I'nkc to Thwart Trickery. 

Question.— How are the farniera pro- 
tected from spurious guanos aud what 
steps can be taken to hare oar guanos 
analyzed aud procure information con- 
cerning these goods before we hare to 
pay for same? 

Answer.— This department was es- 
tablished to protect the interest of the 
farmers, and to give information on all 
subjects pertaining to the agricultural 
interests. Under the present laws which 
govern the sale of commercial fertili- 
zers few, if any, manufacturers or man- 
ipulator:, would attempt to sell spurious 
articles to the farmers of this state. 
The environments placed upon the sale 
of fertilizers are adequate and of such 
character that render it almost an 
impossibility to pass off shoddy goods 
upon the purchaser. It is tree that 
agents in their desire to sell often rep- 
resent their goods to run higher than 
their guarantee, but the farmers are 
inuch tb blame for their gullibility in 
taking for granted that the goods are 
what they are represented by oyerzeal- 
ous agents. When farmers pay no at- 
tention to the guarantees that ar« 
printed on the sacks of every brand, it 
is their fault, if they are deceived as to 
its value. The law requires that each 
sack shall have the brand printed upon 
it, also giving the analysis and the guar- 
antee of each ingredient that goes to 
make up the total amount of plant food. 
Of course strict attention *!ZS2!& t>» 
given to the minimum guarantee and 
not the maximum, as the manufactur- 
ers try to give enough of each ingredi- 
ent to go above the minimum guaran- 
tee, so as to meet the requirements of 
the law, therefore the minimum guar- 
antee is the only thing to which we 
should pay attention. After the goods 
•re purchased, then the law comes to the 
rescue of both the purchaser and seller. 

The law requires the manufacturer to 
register the name of the goods, the 
name of the manufacturer, the place 
where manufactured and the guarantee 
of what amount of plant food with this 
•lepartmeiit before they sell or offer for 
Bale any of their brands. After the 
brands are registered, the law requires 
the manufacturers to give the commis- 
sioner of agriculture notices each day 
of every sack of goods sold or consigned 
to parties in this state, also to give the 
names of the parties to whom sold, and 
vhere said goods are to be delivered, so 
that every sack comes directly under 
the eye of the commissioner, and he 
can send inspectors to find the different 
brands in all portions of the state. The 
samples are taken by the inspectors and 
are sealed by them and sent to the com- 
missioner. They are then numbered 
And recorded in this office and sent to 
the chemist. The state chemist ana- 
lyzes these goods, and they are returned 
to the commissioner by number. These 
reports are then recorded, and go to 
make up the bulletin which is sent to 
every one from whom a sample was 
taken and to all who ask for them. Be- 
tides this plan of procuring samples, I 
have issued a circular letter through 
the newspapers of Georgia stating, that 
if any person desired a special analysis 
of his guano, that if he would send me 
a request, I would send an inspector to 
get a sample of the goods and make au 
analysis of it. The law requires that 
if the commissioner sends in a sample 
to the state chemist, it must be taken 
by a sworn inspector, and only from un- 
broken sacks or packages. As soon as 
the chemist can analyze these goods, 
the results are sent directly to the per- 
sons for whom made. 

Under the Ellington law, every 
farmer can demand that a sample shall 
be taken of the goods he purchases at 
the time of the delivery for the party 
from whom lie buys his guauotu This 
tauiple lihall be taken by both mo seller 
and buyer, delivered to the ordinary, 
and ho will seal it in their presence and 
make a record of same. If for any reason 
the purchaser believes that his crop is 
not benelited by the use of said fertilizer, 
b.e can have the ordinary to send the sam- 
ple to the state chemist for analysis, and 
3f the goods do not come up to the 
guarantee, the purchaser need not pay 
"for them. Thus yon see the many pre- 
cautions thrown around the sale of this 
article of commerce. 

(I.) Register the name of the manu- 
facturer, where manufactured, name of 
brand and the amount of plant food said 
brand contains. 

(2. ) Purchase tags for same, and place 
them on the sacks. 

(3.) Notify the commissioner of agri- 
culture of every sale or consignment. 
Give name and address of each pur- 
chaser or consignee. 

All of this information is required to 
£e given, and is filed and recorded. 
Should they fail to do this, the seller

Hix's Forecasts for May. 

A regular "Vulcan"' storm \w~ 
plod is central on the 1st, Moon 
being; at perigee and at her decli- 
nation south. If Moon were north 
of the equator at this time aff nu 
scsts*«wMy warm wave might lx> 
expected; as it is, a marked low 
barometer with rising temperature 
ending in storms of wind, thunder 
and rain, may naturally be looked 
for in most sections on one or 
more of the four first days of 
May. Ordinarily these distur- 
bances would reach a crisis about 
the 2nd and 3rd, but Moou being; 
on the equator on the 4th, high 
temperature, thunder and rain 
will hardly reach their culmina- 
tion before that date. Change to 
much cooler weather will follow 
these disturbances and last for two 
or three days. 

From the 7th to 9th look for re 
action to very much warmer, with 
falling barometer and more storms 
of rain, hail and thunder in many 
localities. Moon being in con- 
junction with the sun on the 9th, 
we name that date as the most 
probable for forcible electrical and 
atmospheric perturbations. Your 
barometer, the temperature, wind 
currents and clouds, will all indi- 
cate to you betimes the character 
of disturbances likely to result. 
The change to high pressure, with 
cooler weather will follow prompt- 
ly ueliinci these storms. One or 
two nights of probable frost will 
result in latitudes northward, 
about the 6th and 10th, but mark 
ed change to warmer weather will 
quickly return. The Vulcan brace 
in the storm diagram shows that a 
regular storm period is central on 
the 12th, covering the 11th to 15th. 
This period will develop a very 
high temperature for the season 
ever most of the country. The 
barometer will be depressed gen- 
erally, and some wide-reaching 
storms will appear on and touch- 
ing the 12th to 14th. We have 
often explained the fact that the 
electric focus of solar influence is 
central in the latitude of our cen 
tral states about this time, and that 
daily cycles of rain and thunder 
are very probable. These recur- 
ring storms usually return about 
the same hour of the day or night, 
often for days in succession, until 
finally they culminate a few hours 
earlier that the preceding days 
a general and violent storm; after 
which the barometer rises quite 
high, winds change to westerly, 
and cooler weather with frosts 
northward is the natural order. 

A reactionary disturbance cen- 
ters on the 17th and 18th, with 
Moon at first quarter. More 
marked storm conditions will dc- 
yelop at this time, and Moon be- 
ing on the equator on the 19th, the 
warm wave and electrical storms 
will hardly reach their crisis, or 
subside, before that date. Watch 
storm reports and see. As we now 
enter a combined Venus aud Mer- 
cury period, all who understand 
our storm charts will anticipate 
much of what is reasonably to be 
expected. 

The storm charts shows that the 
Mercury period is central on the 
25th, with moon full and at ex- 
treme south declination— that the 
regular Vulcan disturbance is cen- 
tral on the 24th, with the Venus 
brace covering all the combination. 
We do not affirm that tarnadic 
storms must develop under these 
combined influences but coming at 
this season, we do say that such 
results need not surprise our read- 
ers anywhere in the regions fre- 
quently visited by such storms. 
We will name Wednesday, the 
24th, to Saturday the 27th, as dates 
on and about which violent storms 
are quite probable. This announce- 
ment should not cause unnecessary 
foreboding or fear in a single 
soul. It is made for that purpose. 
Dangerous storms may not come 
at all. But we do insist that the 
conditions point strongly to such 
possibilities, and that a calm and 
prudent watch should be kept on 
approaching storm clouds. Those 
who have made reasonable prepar- 
ations for such visitations, know 
the peace of mind that results from 
such forethought and care: those

Readers who. htwre Itearned the 
peauliarities of the Venus distur- 
bance, will not be surprised if yetry 
cool weather comes immediately 
on the heels of electrical storms,. 
during the last half of May. We 
believe that the temperature will 
fall low enough for snow squalls 
in the north, with heavy frosts at 
night, after the cloud areas have 
passed away. Watch the changes 
that follow quickly after storms of 
rain, hail and thunder. Remems 
ber that marked hail storms are 
notable during the Vemis periods. 
May ends much warmer and threat- 
ening,

The pump is being fitted up at 
the Lockhart and Mr. Crisson is 
getting things in shape again to 
work this mine on a still more 
profitable plan. 

Fate Johnson, who has been de 
posit mining down on the Ivey 
property, a little over a mile from 
town, struck a very rich vein last 
week, being the richest ore we 
have examined in a long time. The 
vein is about five or six inches and 
the ore shown us contained as much 
gold as quartz. 

A few days ago a clean up was I 
made at the Stewart five stamp mill | 
after a few days run, which i 
yielded twenty and a half ounc- I 
es of pure gold.

The Bearden bridge road has 
been graded from the riyer to the 
William Stringer place by way of 
Parish's as recommended by the 
last Grand jury. The new route 
is at least a quarter of a mile 
shorter than the old route, but the 
gain in distance is nothing com- 
pared with the gain in the grade, 
About one third of the new road 
will be on a grade of one to forty, 
some of it will absolutely bo level, 
some will be one to twenty and a 
rods will be one to sixteen.

Two more old confederate vet- 
erans received a check each last 
week for $60 causing much joy in 
their households, being John Beck 
and W. S. Cavender, both residing 
in Dahlonega. Uncle John is get- 
ting old and has had to get some 
assistance from the ordinary and, 
like all other poor men that are en- 
tirely destitute of money or prop- 
erty, had but few friends in need, 
but on last Thursday when his 
check came there was quite a 
change. Instead of being called 
"Old John Beck," it was Mr. 
Beck, who had friends on all sides, 
and his invitations in the stores 
were numerous. The other veter- 
an is poor but had never been forc- 
ed to ask for any of the paupers 
fund, though he was called "Bill 
Cavender," now it is Mr. Cavens 
der. Both of these old me 
be called Mister as long as their 
money lasts. 

At the present Gainesville is the 
bead of our daily mail line running 
to that city, but Col. Farrow says 
that he is going to write to the de* 
partment and ask that Dahlonega 
be made the head of the line 
that the postmaster here can look 
after the matter and work to the 
interest of the people of Dahlone- 
ga. Col. Farrow is the first post- 
master at Gainesville who has 
ever made any effort to give the 
people of Dahlonega better mail 
facilities and the Colonel has cer- 
tainly been successful in giving us 
a big improvement in this direc- 
tion. We would be very well con- 
tented with the head of the line 
down there if the Colonel, or some 
one like him, could always be post- 
master, but this can't be expected. 
Of course the Colonel first looks 
after his own interest, like 
any other man. He had a water 
route established for awhile which 
didn't suit Dahlonega, but he has 
done other things in the mail ser- 
vice which were an advantage to 
our citizens, oyerbalancing this 
water route transaction, and we 
can freely forgive him in this. 
Gainesville has had postmasters 
who didn't care whether Dahlone- 
ga had any mail at all, judging 
from their actions. 



Rev, Z. Speer, who is now loca- 
ted at Blairsyille, was in Dahlone- 
ga latter part of last, week. 

A certain man went down to 
Gainesville from Lumpkin county 
ecentty to make an effort to have 
his government pension increased, 
who claimed partial deafness. Af- 
thorough examination by the 
board of physicians it was discovs 
ered that his ears were filled up 
with dirt. 

Chestatee district was visited by 
one of the heaviest hails on Thurs- 
night of last week that we ev- 
heard of in this county. At 
Uncle Caleb Seabolts it fell to a 
depth of nine inches, some of the 
being as large as hen eggs. 
It hailed from dark until nine 
'clock and next morning you 
auld have loaded wagons with 
the stones. It is believed by some 
that much of the timber will die on 
account of being bruised up so 
badly. 
The shooting and yelling about 
rev the public square and streets 
by some one last Saturday night, 
lasting until after twelve o'clock, 
minded us that we were in the 
wild west and that some of the 
cow boys had come to town. If 
these parties were arrested and 
fined heavily and then bound over 
to the Superior Court it would 
soon put a stop to such rackets as 
last Saturday night and the citi- 
zens could take their rest without 
being disturbed. 

The Colored Odd Fellows of 
Dahlonega marched from their 
hall to the church last Sunday 
where a sermon was delivered by 
one of their members, Rev. Sam- 
uel Goudlock, which was listened 
nuch interest by a large 
congregation composed of both 
white and black, as all were anx- 
ious to hear what Sam would have 
to say on this occasion. The mem- 
bers wore their full regalia and 
had a little goat in the procession 
causing it to be very amusing to 
all spectators who had never rid- 
len one in a secret order. 

On Wednesday night of last 
week some two or more persons 
broke into the store house of G. 
W. Walker, near Porter Springs 
and carried off $51 in money and 
worth of notes. Thirty of it 
being in gold and the rest was in 
Iver and greenback. The store 
is in one end of the house occupied 
by John Porter. Porter was away 
from home but the rest of his fam- 
ily were there and heard them en- 
tering but were afraid to raise the 
alarm for the heavy licks made on 
the door with a big ax proved that 
the thieves meant business and it 
would have been dangerous for 
any one to have attacked them un- 
less well armed. They chopped 
the lock and the hinges off of the 
heavy door and went in and took 
possession and remained until they 
got all they wanted. Parties have 
been spotted and Geo. Walker, 
Jr., and Sheriff Davis propose to 
pay $10 for any information which 
will lead to their conviction. 

It being reported that Rev. D. 
M. Edwards would give a lecture 
last Saturday night on lynching 
we went down to the church to 
hear what he would have to saj' on 
a subject which is being discussed 
at great length by eyery newspa 
per both north and south. The at- 
tendance was small however as 
Saturday night is a bad time to get 
much of a crowd together unless it 
is to attend some slight of hand 
show. The preacher didn't touch 
upon lynching but selected the sub- 
ject "Reyenge" for discussion, 
quoting quite a number of pass- 
ages of scripture showing that we 
must forgive those doing us an in- 
jury instead of seeking some way 
to get revenge — that we must "love 
thou neighber as thyself." It is 
true that this is scripture but all 
the preachers in the world couldn't 
get a person to loye some of their 
neighbors, especially if they have 
mean chickens. Then there is an- 
other thing in the Bible that is sel- 
dom ever carried out which is to 
"pray for your enemies." Preach- 
ers tell us to do this, but we never 
heard one of them do so yet. It 
may be that they discharge this 
duty privately.

In order to raise the needed 
ftmds, a limited portion of the 
stock was advertised at 20 cents a 
share paid up.

A good deal of this 
stock was taken by Toledo people, 
who can now thank their stars, for 
none has been sold at that price 
since the first of March. 

Practical mining men from the 
west heard of the Dahlonega mines 
and investigated. Asa result Mr, 
Frank G. Thomson went to Dah- 
lonega with a couple of them last 
week, and returned Saturday night 
with his face wreathed in smiles.

Harris, if 
he keeps on, will sooner or later 
■each the chain gang. . 

The summer fights commenced 
ast Saturday afternoon, being 
opened by Van Crow and Hercheal 
Harris in the outskirts of town. A 
messenger was sent in after the 
marshal who went to the front and 
caused the participants to come in 
and see if Mayor Price was pleas- 
ed or displeased, tie stated that 
he was displeased and that it 
would take $3 each to please him. 
Later on as the clock in the stee- 
ple was striking twelve Marion 
Chester, Bob Barker and Luster 
Cavender disagreed about some- 
thing which resulted in a collision. 
Chester struck Cavender over the 
head with a small stick, causing 
Bob Barker's dander to rise who 
cast a flint at Chester's head, which 
missed its aim and Barker left out 
faster than he was eyer known to 
go before. 

The oldest record of any thing 
that we know of concerning the 
actions of the council in Dahlone 
ga is January 1st, 1850, which is 
yet in the council chamber. It 
is very interesting. We notice in 
that year the names of many peo- 
ple, some being familiar while oth- 
ers are not. All have long since 
gone to their reward except one 
and that is John Huff, who still 
lives near Dahlonega. At that 
time there was no mayor but a 
chairman who acted as such. On 
January 15th, 1850 r the following 
persons chosea to take charge of 
the town were qualified: Alexan 
der Awtry r Jacob H. Smith, Pat- 
rick O'Conner and Harrison W, 
Riley, witnessed by Wm. Martin, 
J. I.C., and P. O'Conner, J. P. 
Jbhn D. McCrosky was elected 
marshal whose salary was only $25 
per annum. W. Bowling was ap- 
pointed collector of taxes who re- 
ceived 20* per cent of what he col- 
lected. Berry Forest was awarded 
the contract of cleaning and sweep- 
ing the streets that year for $3.95. 
Pat O^Conner resigned and M. J. 
Walker, who many of our readers 
remember afterwards died through 
fright during a heavy hail storm, 
was elected in his place. Street 
tax was 50' cents- per day and if a 
person discharged a pistol in town 
it cost him 50 cents. A street de- 
faulter had to pay $1.00; John 
D. Fields, W. B. Rutherford and 
W. G. Lawrence were overseers of 
streets for that year. It seems that 
people disliked 1 to do road ! duty 
then as bad as they do to-day. The 
first street defaulters were, Wm. 
Kilgo, A. J. Keller, & A. Moody, 
AI. Duncan, Lewis Quillian, A. G. 
Wimpy, Richard McHall, D. N. 
Martin and James Lawrence. The 
last one of these old people have 
passed, away..

Sam Hose, a powerful brute, 
i? ms the product of a straight-bred 
African and mulatto. He was one- 
quarter white and had in him the 
worst qualities of both races. It 
js noteworthy that in the commis- 
sion of assassination apd rape the 
pure-bred African is seldom en- 
gaged. By his own statement, 
made when his end was near. 
Hose was paid $12 to murder Al- 
fred Cranford, a white farmer liv- 
ing near the little town of Palmet- 
to. He entered the house stealthi- 
ly as Cranford was sitting with his 
wife and baby, sunk an axe into 
bis victim's skull, tore the child 
from the arms of the paralyzed 
mother; tossed it upon the bleed- 
ing body of the dead man,, seized 
her in his gorilla: arms,, threw her 
to the floor and ravished her in the 
blood of her slain mate. Having 
satiated his lust, he left her, lying 
maimed and choked into insensi- 
bility. 

What are you going to do with 
a monster like that? 

Let us suppose that the plead 
ings of former Governo.r Atkinson 
had been heeded and the law had 
been allowed to take its course: 
Hose would ha ye been taken to 
jail and placed in a fairly comfort- 
able cell. He would have been 
well fed and would have obtained 
ten hours' sleep iu the twenty-four. 
The coroner's jury would bare 
been impaneled and would have re- 
turned a yerdiet in accordance 
with the facts. The criminal 
would have been taken before 
justice of the peace and denied 
bail. Returned to the jail, he 
would have proceeded to eat and 
sleep and sing as before. Getting 
a living without working for it 
would have suited him down to 
the ground,.

This lawyer, having a reputation 
to make, would proceed to make 
it by delaying the action of justice 
by every means known to hii 
After further delay, the case would 
go to trial and Hose would be con- 
victed. A bill of exceptiors hay- 
ing been filed by his attorney and 
appeal taken, he would be return- 
ed to jail and fed some more until 
the court of appeals could reach 
his case. Finally in the fullness 
of time, maybe six months, maybe 
a year, maybe two or three or five 
years hence- dependent entirely 
upon the strength of the fight for 
his life— he would bo taken into 
1iic secluded jail yard and, in the 
1 resence of a dozen spectators, 
quietly hanged. Meantime Cran- 
ford's body would rot into slime 
and his wife would walk among 
her neighbors unable to hold up 
her head,. a despoiled, disgraced, 
taih-aged woman. This would cost 
the state of Georgia a thousand or 
two of dollars and have no effect 
whatever upon other black brutes 
contemplating, or capable of con- 



templating, similar atrocities. 

Let us suppose tbat the "Ven- 
geance is mine" injunction had 
field water; Hose would haye gone 
two or three counties away 
himself as a farm hand and raped 
another white woman inside of 
two months. 

Let us suppose of the North 
bowl and dread of "disgrace to be 
brought upon the name of. the 



monwealth" had acted as de- 
terrents: No punishment immedi- 
ately fqjlowipg upon the crimes, 
other bjacks would have held them- 
selves to be at liberty to assault 
wh^te^o.mcn and a lynching, or a 
half dozen lynchings, would bo 
necessary before the end of the 
year. "■ 

It is a good ,tfaing to sit in an 
editorial Oiffice in M#ine and de- 
nounce the people who burned 
Sam Hose. In Maine there is no 
eyer-present terror treading close 
upon the heels of white women. It 
js well enough ,to moralize and the 
orii?e and say what should have 
been done .and pen sentences about 
the "Southern barbarians." If 
the Maine editor's sister jwere 
raped and her husband murdered 
by the rapist, would he pull on 
the rope or tote -&ggots ? 
The Atlanta Constitution has 
ated the case fairly and conserva- 
tively. Here it is: 

The terrible expiation which 
Sam Hose was forced to pay for 
his crime will arouse a flood of 
djscussion carried on by those who 
know the facts on the one side and 
by those who do not care for facts 
on the other. But, while the form 
of this criminal's punishment can- 
not be upheld, let those wh.0- »?£ 
disposed to criticise it. Ipcilfc ipto. 
the facts, and by these facts, tem- 
per the judgment they may- ren- 
der, 

An- unassuming, industrious 
and' hard-working farmer, after 
his day's toil, sat at his evanihg 
meal. Around him sat wife and 
children, happy in the presence of 
the man who was fulfilling to them 
©very duty imposed by nature. 
At peace with the world, serving 
God and loyal to humanity,, they 
looked forward to the coming day. 
Noiselessly tbe murderer, with up- 
lifted ax, advanced from the rear 
and sank it to the hilt in the brain 
of the unsuspecting victim. Tearing 
the child from the mother's breast, 
he flung it into the pool of blood 
oozing from its father's wound. 

"Then began the culmination 
which has dethroned the reason of 
the people of western Georgia 
'during the past week. As critics 
will howl about the lynching, the 
Constitution will be pardoned for 
stating the plain facts^ The wife 
was seized, choked, thrown upon 
the floor, where her clothing lay 
in the blood of her husband, and 
ravished! 

"Remember the facts! Remem- 
ber the dark night in the country 
home! Remember the slain hus- 
band, and, above all, remember 
that shocking degradation which 
was inflicted by the black beast, his 
yictim swimming in her husband's 
warm blood as the brute held her 
to the floor! Keep the facts in 
mind! When the picture is paint- 
ed of the ravisher in flames, go 
back and view that darker picture 
of Mrs. Cranford outraged in the 
blood of her mi.rdercd husband!" 
The objection to the Constitu- 
tion's utterance is that it smacks 
too much of apology and pica in 
extenuation. I am not disposed to 
ask pardon for the actions of the 
people of Newman, Ga. They 
fitted a terrible punishment to ter- 
rible crimes. To chop off a hu- 
man beiug's ears, to chop off his 
fingers one by one, to thrust him 
back into flames when his quivers 
ing body wrenches from the chains 
are horrible things to do. Hose, 
however, suffered at the most foi 
a quarter of an hour. His living 
victim will suffer all of her life 
long. Furthermore, the revoltinj 
details of his taking off have their 
uses. The African field hand of 
the South is to be sufficiently im- 
pressed only by an object lesson. 
Talk does him no good, sendinp 
him to jail, where he gets food and 
sleep, does him no good. Hang 
ing him after months of prepara- 
tion, during which time he is a he- 
ro among his people, docs him and 
them no good. I risk nothing in 
predicting that the part of Georgia 
in which the Hose auto da fe 
curred will not furnish an instance 
of a white woman raped by a ne 
gro in the next, twenty years. Ten 
years hence the "Afro-Americans'" 
thereabouts will be speaking of the 
execution iu whispers. These 



things arc out of key .with. modern 
civilization it is true, lint there 
lire ..sections of this country ,ip 
wbich they are occasionally and 
vitally necessary. 

Four years ago an enormous 
mulatto brute near Earis, Texas, ! 
picked up a white child less than 
five yea,rs old, carried fyer into the 
woods, used a bowie knifo on her, 
wrenched her baby limb,s apart as 
he would a chicken's, accomplished 
some form of outrage and left her 
tying dead. The citizens did not 
cut off his fingers and his ears, but 
they did chain him to a stake and 
sear out his eyes with a red-hot 
iron, then burn him alive, A look 
cr-on, subsequently a high federal 
official in Texas, mercifully sent a 
Winchester bullet through the 
wretch's heart before the flames 
•eached the upper part of his 
body. He made a mistake. In con- 
nection with this case, it is notable 
that the negroes of Paris, learniflg 
that the criminal had been ap- 
prehended, prepared a "barbecue 
pit" near the town and requested 
the privilege of roasting him 
slowly oyer the coals. They were 
not permitted to do so, but they 
should have been. However that 
may be, it is worth remembering 
that there have been no more out- 
rages.of white women in that sec- 
tion of the South. InciiQeuation is a 
heroic remedy that never fails. 

I deplore the crimes which Hose 
committed, but I do not deplore 
his burning. It grieyes me, as it 
must grieve every man with a 
pretension to decency, that an 
honorable, valuable citizen has 
been murdered before the eyes of 
his wife and child, and that an 
honest, virtuous, delicate, lovable 
woman of my race has been sub- 
jected to the sickening, fetid em- 
brace of a negro fiend, but the 
fact that the human beast has been 
burned is not to me a regrettable 
thing at all. I do not endorse the 
clipping of the ears and fingers of 
Sam Hose, but the people of New- 
nan could have been a little slower 
with the fire without shocking me 
to an appreciable extent. — Chic a 
go. Iconoclast.

Truth Stranger than Fic- 
tion. 

One of our most esteemed citi- 
zens gives the Journal a story that 
is remarkable in its details and re- 
sults. 

There lived in the county of 
Franklin, state of Georgia, before 
the civil war, a rich planter. 
Among the laborers on his planta- 
tion was a very poor white renter 
who liyed in a one-room log hut, 
but poverty did not prevent him 
launching out on the sea of matri 
mony. He and his wife liyed 
happily together, though poverty j 
stricken. About one year after I. 
their marriage his wife gave birth I 
to twins. This being enough to 
attract the attention of the land- | 
lord's family, his two daughters { 
visited the cabin and found the i 
poor woman weeping. They asked 
her the cause, and the woman told 
them that she had no clothes for 
the children, nor bed for them. 
They made clothes for the children 
and also furnished a little bed, and 
the woman was happy. 

One year later she gave birth to 
twins again; the young ladies again 
visited the cabin and found the 
woman weeping as on the former 
occasion, and on inquiry she told 
them that she knew the children 
would perish, as she had no 
clothes and no place to lay them. 
The young ladies again furnished 
clothing and a small bed. 

Fourteen months later the wom- 
an gave birth to twins for the third 
time. The young ladies again 
visited the cabin, and found the 
woman more dejected than ever. 
She told them that her circum 
stances were no better than at first. 
The young ladies again acted the 
good Samaritan and consoled her-. 
In those days all travel was 
done by stage coach, and this 
cabin was on the route of a coach 
line. Several days after the birth 
of the third twins, a coach happen- 
ed to stop at the house for water. 
One of the passengers was an el- 
derly gentleman, who on hearing 
of this remarkable family, asked 
permission to name the last twins, 
and on being informed of the 
mother's acceding to his request, 
he named them and left with their 
mother a deed to a small piece of 
land, which he told her was near 
Dahlonega, Ga., and to give it to 
the boys when they came of age. 
She treasured tho deed until they 
reached manhood aryl then pre- 
sented it to them. A few years 
afterward this land developed into 
one of the richest gold mines in 
North Georgia, and the two boys 
are at the present day living and 
enjoying the proceeds therefrom. 
The two. young ladies who acted 
the Good Samaritans, resided in 
Marietta at one time and their de- 
cendents are still liying in Mari- 
etta.
